FAVOR WIRELESS TELEGRAPH. 


Navy Board Believes It Practicable and 


Suggests It Be Taught Cadets 
3 


Washington, D. May 14.—Admiral Brad- 
ford, Chief of the Nava! ureau of Eqipment, 
today gave out the following extract 
the report of the board which has investi- 
ted the question of transmitting messages 
wireless telegraphy: 

“ That the use of homing pigeons be dis- 
continued as soon as wireless telegraphy is 
introduced into the navy. 

“ That~-wireless telegraphy be adopted 
the navy for transmission of messages be- 
tween distant points. 

“Referring to the last recommendation, 
the board is of the opinion that a high de- 
gree of special electrical! training is demand- 
ed for the successful operation of any system 
of wireless telegraphy, and it therefore sug- 
gests as necessary the establishment of two 
stations, sufficiently far removed from each . 
other, for the training of officers and men. 

“If wireless telegraphy fulfills what now 
seem to be its possibilities the cadets rites 
be thoroughly trained in it.”

THE LUCK OF SHAMROCK IL 

To state the case mildly; Shamrock IT. is 
in hard lack. The first day after launching 
it ran.aground. The second day it ran 
aground still harder, and had to be pulled 
off, with, the possibility that some of its 
plates may be displaced. In its first race 
last Thursday with Shamrock 1. it lost its 
gaff ani gaff topmast yard in a squall, gave 
up the race, and returned to Southampton 
for repairs. In its second race on Monday’ 
last over a triangular twenty-mile course, 
and a light breeze niost of the way, it was 
beaten by the old challenger five minutes 
and five seconds, | 

Of course all this may have no bearing on 
the ultimate race or upon the relative merité 
of the two Shamrocks. The two defeats do 
not prove anything as to the ability of Sham- 
rock IL, which will have to have further 
and more convincing tests before judgment 
can be pronounced. It is possible that some 
of its plates were in grounding, but 
this will not.be known until it has been 
docked. It is certain that neither its main- 
sail nor its jib topsail are satisfactory, All 
these defects, however, can be easily rem- 
edied. ‘ Until they are Shamrock II, is vir- 
‘tually an untried boat, and no estimates can 
be made of its ability andspeed.

| Transplanting Tulips and Other Bulbs After Blooming. 


* geous blossoms for next summer. 


or unduly prolonged season of blooming. , 


spring. And yet, so lovely and delightfully 


sary- rather than do without the brave little 
tulips next spring? \ 


A steady succession of bloom, from early spring to late autumn, this is the result, | 
‘the accomplishment most ardently desired by the amateur as well as by the profession- 
al gardener. It can only be obtained, in gardens of limited area, by means of transplant- 
ing such of the spring and early summer bloomers as may be safely displaced in favor of 
more timely blossom-bearers from time to time. Tulips and other spring-flowering bulbs 
. should be transplanted, the instant they cease blooming, to the secluded nooks and | 
corners of the garden of little service for other uses. | 

The crocus beds some time ago became mare patches of teaver and Ver: 
dure. The tulips and the hyacinths are dying down now. The daffodils and freschias 
will bloom no more this season. The present is the time, therefore, to move them to 
| their sumnier quarters. Other plants, blooming during the days that are coming in- 

In moving the bulbs dig them up carefully. If a little ball of the earth in which 
‘they have thrived and prospered can be allowed them so much the better. Plant rather 
deep in good earth, however, water moderately, and leave them to gather strength and 
vitality for next season during the coming months. When the autumn winds begin to 
grow chilly—well before the coming of the first snow, however—they miay be once more 
transplanted to the scene of their next season’s blooming. While the hot weather lasts 
they will be growing strong and hardy, acquiring the root growth and bulb vitality 
which will be presently transmuted, during the long, quiet sleep of the winter, into gor- 
Meantime, they need little or no attention. 

They may be watered occasionally, if the weather is dry or the ground seems bak-~- 
ing, but that is all’ The graceful leaves possessed by most bulb-growers will be useful, 
now and then, when other follage is scanty, and it will do no harm to cut them. Lilies | 
of the valley, tulips, and daffodils are all especially useful in this manner, their long, | 
sheaf-like leaves, like those of the well-known “ flag’ or iris, combining beautifully 
with other flowers. Quiescence is better for the bulbs than too much verdure in any 
case, so the gardening scissors need not be restrained if the leaves are needed to set off 
a bouquet. On no account should any attempt be made to force the plants into a second 


Transplanting is not necessary, expecially in the case of lilies of the valley, provided
